HAVRE DE GRACE. Mil., March 18.— Secretary 
Frederick Kehberger of t lie Harford Agricultural 
and Breeders’ Association lias sent abroad his stake 
books for the spring race meeting, which will begin 
here on April 1(> and finish out the month. Success- 
ful as was the spring meeting last year, every- 
thing at this date ]siints to the greatest ever held 
at tin 1 Harford Association course. Certain it Is 
there will lx* more of the Is- 1 ter grade of horses 
seen in competition, as the mild winter has made 
early training isissible. with the result that more 
horses are ready for racing now than has been the 
ease in a decade or more. The dates Mr. Rehberger 
lias fixed for the running of the Havre de Grace 
attractions are: 

Harford Handicap, for three -year -olds and over, 
$1,500 added, five and a half furlongs; April 16. 

Princeton Stakes, for three-year-olds and over, 
$l.tHH) added, five and a half furlongs; April 18. 

Trenton Steeplechase, $1,000 added, two miles, 
anil Philadelphia Handicap, for three -year -olds and 
over, $1,500 added, three-quarters; April 19. 

Port Deposit Stakes, for three-year-olds and over, 
$1,000 added, five and a half furlongs, and Wil- 
mington Stakes, for three-year-olds, $1,000 added, 
five and a half furlongs; April 21. 

Kent Stakes, for three -year -olds and over, $1,000 
added, five and a half furlongs; April 24. 

Elizabeth Stakes, for fillies and mares, three - 
year-olds and over, $1.(KH) added, five and a half 
furlongs, and Penn Selling Stakes, for three -year- 
olds and over. $1,000 added, five and a half fur- 
longs; April 23. - - 

Aberdeen Stakes, for two-year-olds, $1,000 added, 
four and a half furlongs; April 24. 

Beloir Stakes, for three-year-olds and over, $1,000 
added, three-quarters; April 25. 

Elkton Steeplechase, $1,000 added, two miles, and 
Susquehanna Handicap, for three-year-olds and over, 
$1,500 added, one mile and seventy yards; April 26. 

Perryville. for two-year-olds. $1,000 added, four 
and a half furlongs, and Newark Stakes, for three- 
year-olds and over, $1,000 added, three-quarters; 
April 28. 

Cecil Stakes, for tliree-year-olds and over, $1,000 
added, one mile and seventy yards; April 29. 

Chester Stakes, for three-year-olds and over, 
$1 ,000 added, three-quarters, and Oakington Stakes, 
for three-year-olds and over, $1,000 added, three- 
quarters; April 30. 

There will lie employment aplenty for such of the 
second and third rate steeplechasers as will lie ready 
for the Havre de Grace meeting, and two of the 
races offer opportunities for a display of the 
best wares of the top-notch fencers now in Maryland 
that are getting ready for the $5, IKK) Green Spring 
Valley Steeplechase, which will lie run at Pimlico 
in May, and bring to the post the best bunch of 
jumpers likely to lie seen under colors in months. 

STEEPLECHASING FEATURED. 

One of the races that promise so well is the 
affair for non -winners of three steeplechases that 
will lie run on April 23. This is the race in which 
E. B. McLean’s promising jumpers Rubber II. and 
Fencer, prospective starters in the Green Spring 
Valley, will have their first chance of the year. 
Also it bids fair to bring to the twist Mrs. Payne 
Whitney's Debadou, winner of last year’s Elk- 
ridgo; Timothy Donohue’s Eylsian, the Nassau 
Stable’s Decisive. Edward M. Weld’s Belle of the 
Sea. .1. E. Griffith’s Impartiality, Mrs. Walter M. 
Jeffords’ Babcock. Archibald Barklie’s Donnarelia, 
and Captain Kal Parr’s Bughouse and Planey to 
the post. These are, with the exception of Babcock, 
all four-year-olds. Babcock, one of the most bril- 
liant developments of last year, is a five-year-old 
son of Waterbo.v and Chimera which Michael Daly 
tried his artistic hand on last year with such 
fortunate results. Babcock, it will lie recalled, 
fell lame at, I>aurel Park while training for the 
$1 o.ikki Manly Memorial. He was immediately put 
by, and has become sound and strong over winter 
at Samuel D. Riddle’s Glen Riddle Farm in Wor- 
cester County, Maryland, where the Jeffords’ stables 
have marked time since last November. 

The Elkton will offer to the hamlicapper, Walter 
S. Vosburgh, his first opportunity to appraise the 
several merits of the great steeplechasers of the 
country on tlieir performances of last fall. And an 
expectant public is rather keen to note how lie will 
rate such stars as J. E. Griffth’s The Brook, Joseph 
E. Widener’s Duettiste. W. A. Prime’s Belle of Bryn 
Mawr, W. R. Coe’s Bet., etc. They will all lx* at 
Havre de Grace and ready for the colors against 
the day the Elkton is run. 

Superintendent Lawrence Burke has been at Havre 
de Grace a couple of weeks now, and he has both 
his flat and cross-country courses in tip-top condi- 
tion. He will be called upon this year to take care 
of more horses through the first fortnight of April 
than he ever lias been in the past.

In the stable is the three-year-old Cock 
o’ the North, by Hamburg — Braw Ijhss, that lias 
not .vet been to the post. He is being pointed 
for the Preakness. 

William Hogan, who trains the horses of P. A. 
Clark, has decided to ship his entire string to 
Pimlico. This would make it appear that the 
Futurity winner Dunboyne will Is* a starter in the 
Preakness. 

Word rallies from J. E. Widener's I.yuwood Farm 
at Elkins Park, I*a.. that trainer T. Howard Lewis 
will scud fourteen jumpers to Pimlico. | 



Jockey J. Loftns, whose application for a riding 
license was recently tabled by the stewards of the 
Jockey Club, has applied to the license committee 
for a hearing and it has been granted him. 

Mary Maud, which is owned by C. E. ('lenient, 
of the Green Spring Valley, and Quietude, which is 
owned by Alfred Hennen Morris, have tieen mated 
with Transvaal, but they will race in Maryland 
through the spring meeting. 

Charles A. Stoneham. president of the New York 
National League baseball team, who races under tiie 
name of Casco Stable, lias eight horses in his 
string for this year’s racing, only two of which 
have faced the starter, namely, Different Eyes and 
Unwise Child.

Both 
were sired by Pebbles. One is a brown colt, dam 
the mare Supremacy, the other a chestnut daughter 
of Grasp. 



George Parfrement, the well-known Anglo-French 
jockey, who won the Grand National on the French 
horse Lutteur 111. in 1909, lias returned to England, 
and is at present at Eastbourne. 

Breeders of bloodstock in the Argentine met with 
remarkable success during the 1918 season, ex- 
ceptionally high prices having tieen paid for yearlings 
by Your Majesty, Old Man and Cruganour. 

The Belgian Jockey Club lias decided to exclude 
horses bred in Germany, Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria 
and Turkey, as well as horses belonging to owners 
of those nationalities, from races in Belgium. 

It was stated at the beginning of December that 
the federal government of Australia would cease 
to exercise any control over racing as far as the 
matter of dates was concerned after the end of 
the year. 

The Australian Jockey Club is enterprising in the 
matter of added money, and is increasing its stakes 
in anticipation of a boom. It has put an extra 
$2, 5(H) to the Doncaster Handicap, making tile added 
money $10,000. while another $5,000 has been added 
to the Sydney Cup, making it worth $25,000. 



REAL RACING AT OAKLAWN 



Drastic Defeats Slippery Elm in 

Fast Time in the Main Race. 

: » 

Favorites and Second Choices 
Take the Purses — Eternal’s 
Speed Impresses Turfmen 



HOT SPRINGS, Ark., March 18.— The mile and 
seventy yards handicap for a purse of $800, which 
served as the stellar race this afternoon, resulted 
in the defeat of Slit>ix*r.v Elm by Drastic, on which 
jockey Mack Garner rode a perfect race, avoiding 
suicidal tactics employed by Stalker on Slippery 
Elni and Barrett astride Hank O’Dny, which kept 
Slippery Elm close company during the earlier 
running, both horses being well s|>ent when the 
stretch was reached as a result of their exhaustive 
effort. Drastic was kept under restraint for the 
first three-quarters, then moved up rapidly and 
drew out decisively in the last eighth to win easing 
up. 

Outside of the handicap the other five dashes 
were contested by only ordinary racers. This is a 
source of much surprise, considering the number of 
good horses in these parts and the ideal 'racing 
conditions. 

The track during the afternoon was in excellent 
condition and good time was the order in most of 
tiie races. The sjxirt was spirited, with finishes 
close enough to suit the most exacting. Betting 
activities wen* again heavy, witii tiie limit numlxr 
of ojierators in line, and fully as many on the wait- 
ing list ready to go in when opportunity offers. 

Favorites and second choices were again victors, 
spelling a deficit for the layers. Rainbow Division, 
in tiie initial race, took a bund of juveniles into 
camp, but her success was n lucky one, for had 
Inquiry, carrying the Waldeek Stalde’s colors, not 
last ground on the stretch turn, that filly would 
have reversed the decision with the winner. 

Bon Otis scored the first purse for W. C. Wennt 
at this meeting when she scampered liomi in advance 
of Sir William Johnson and Hasty Mabel in the 
second race. 

Port Light earned his first purse here when he 
led home his opponents in t lie Third race. Grey 
Eagle and Liberator fighting it out for minor posi- 
tions at the end. Choir Master was claimed from 
the race by T. B. Waters, whose inconsistent Par- 
rish, barred at New Orleans, served as the claiming 
medium. 

Mose Goldblatt’s Lcgotul allowed a high flight of 
speed in the fifth race and led from tiie start to 
win easing up. 

OLD-TIME TURFMAN WINS. 

The concluding race went to Little String, which 
carried C. It. Ellison’s colors. This marked tiie 
first race won by Ellison in years. 

Horsemen who witnessed tiie work of Eternal 
this morning are ready to back Dim liberally to 
win the Kentucky Derby, for which lie is being 
given a steady preparation. He was only asked to 
go a half mile at top speed and covered tiie distance 
hard held in 46%, galloping out the three-quarters 
in 1:14. An idea of the high speed the colt pos- 
sesses is gained from the fact that lie traveled the 
first quarter in 22% and the three-eighths in 34%. 
Owner McClelland, after t lie* gallop, was all smiles 
and, barring a mishap, regards his representative 
as the certain winner of the coveted Louisville 
race. The Wanderer, Eternal’s stnhlemate, was 
sent three-quarters in 1:17 easing up. The colt 
is still on the high side and will require much 
work Ix'fore he is in condition for his first, start 
this year. Exterminator also attracted the horse 
men’s attention this morning in his mile work-out, 
which lie made in 1 :43 hard held. 

W. Martin, who developed Sunny Slope, which lie 
sold to The Beach Stable for a big figure, is con- 
fined to his home on account of, illness. . Bnlsh HUU 
Midway, which are being trained by him, are 
progressing anil forward in their training. 

Starter A. B. Dade is expected to displace James 
Osborne at the barrier tomorrow. 

A big delegation came again today from New 
Orleans. The late comers were delayed on account 
of a washout. 

Milo Shields, owner of Bradley’s Choice, said 
today that a thorough investigation of the horse 
revealed that lie is broken down and that he will 
turn him out in the hope of letting nature help 
mend him. He said that in all probability he will 
send him to a farm in Kentucky. 



SIROCCO WINS THE NASSAU HANDICAP 

English -Bred Colt Runs Fast Race to Beat a Fast 
Band of Crack Sprinters at Havana. 

HAVANA. Cu ha, March 18. — The Nassau Handi- 
cap, a dash of three-quarters of a mile, with a 
purse of $700 added by the association, provided 
tiie feature .at Oriental Park this afternoon, and 
brought out a field of crack sprinters, which 
furnished a good contest. Sirocco beat Etruscan 
by a length. The winner equaled the track record 
for tin- dista.nee, running the three-quarters in 
1:11%. Henry G. was the favorite. He was away 
slowly and was in close quarters most of the race. 
Sirocco was attacked by a slight spell of blind 
staggers when pulled up. but soon recovered. 

The Breeders’ Purse, tiie first event on the pro- 
gram. proved easy for Jutland, which came from 
behind in tiie stretch to win by a length and a half 
from Jojani. The second furnished a whirlwind 
finish. In the final stride Duke Buff managed to 
poke his nose in front of Dione. The latter made 
all the pace. Blauchita also made all the naoe in 
tiie third, but in the stretch run she weakened and 
her backers were doubtful whether she could last, 
long enough. It was the closest sort of fit between 
Blauchita. Brown Prince and Iron Boy, and it took 
the official placing to decide the first three placed 
horses. 

Senator James showed a good performance in the 
fourth, when he set a dazzling pace and beat his 
opponents in easy fashion. He ran the first half 
in 46% and the three-quarters in 1:12%.

Many Horses That Raced but Infrequently Last 
Year Make Good Showing Nevertheless. 



During the course of a year’s racing there are 
quite a number of horses that for one reason or 
another are raced in comparatively few races and 
win a good percentage of them. The year 1918 
was no exception in that respect. For instance, 
Dunboyne. t lie Futurity winner, started but six 
times, winning three and being unplaced but once, 
his stable earnings amounting to $32,030. placing 
him fifth on the list of the leading money winning 
horses of the year. There was John Sanford’s great 
racer George Smith, now retired to the stud, which 
faced the starter in only eight races, of which he 
won four. Sun Briar is another, the pride of the 
Kilmer stable, starting hut six times, winning twice 
and being unplaced a like number. The Quincy 
Stable’s Elfin Queen is still another of the follow- 
ing list of horses that started in few races hut 
won thirty-three per cent of them, and will bear 
watching during the racing campaign of 1919:

women wash their clothes — or at any rate they do 
not appear to — but wear them till they fall to 
pieces. Both sexes wear Jong shirts down to their 
knees, like a jihha. Tills custom, the men say, 
was instituted by their Mohammedan eomnierors 
tis a punishment for the valor with which they 
fought, but I should say it is more likely to i»e 
because they fought lor did not fight) like women, 
the cowardice of the Kashmiri being proverbial 
throughout Hindustan, and “fear” t lie chief word 
in his vocabulary. Consequently the Maharajah 
employs few. if any. of the natives of this country 
in his regular army, which is mostly composed of 
Gurkhas, Dogras and ftiklis. 

MANY REGULATIONS FOR FISHING. 

Tlie scenery of Kashmir lias been frequently de- 
scribed, so I will say nothing about it, beyond re- 
marking that it comes up to all one’s expectations. 
As I came to fish, it was necessary to obtain some 
information as to the rules, and this was easily got 
on application at tin* office of the Game Preserva- 
tion Department, where I received an abstract of 
the regulations, which consisted of a pamphlet of 
twelve pages of foolscap, in which were laid down, 
in somewhat involved phraseology, the various “trout 
waters,” “reserved waters,” “protected waters,” 
and “sanctuaries,” as well as the methods of 
taking fish. “Trout waters” are those in which 
trout have been put out. hut it does not follow they 
remain there still. Of these there are about twenty 
lakes and streams, where only rod fishing is al- 
lowed. The mode of fishing in the other waters 
varies from a east net. twenty feet in diameter, to 
a walruz. which is a long line, with hooks attached, 
limited to five hundred yards in length, a really 
useful sort of night line! A license costs from 
about half -a-erown for fishing in “protected 
waters” with rod and line to $20 for the season 
(or 32s. a week! in the trout waters. In the latter 
one must also have a permit, a most sound provision, 
as it insures no river being overcrowded or over- 
fished. 

The permit is usually limited to a week on any 
stream or part of il. The season for trout extends 
from April 1 to .September 30. In addition to trout, 
many of the rivers designated as trout waters 
swarm with local fish, which are chiefly choosh, 
eliirro and khoont. also “snow trout,” in those 
which are glacier-fed. 

WAYS OF KASHMIRI FISH. 

The first named is quite a good fish to eateli. 
He rises well to the fly, takes practically any other 
bait, and jumps lik<- a trout when hooked, though 
his other movements arc more those of a grayling. 
In appearame lie is something 1 ikA a tench, only 
yellow on the sides. The eliirro is a handsome fish, 
silvery, with black si>ots, only longer and thinner, 
in proportion, than a choosh. He does not fight 
badly either: one of five pounds I hooked by the 
tail on a fly in rapid water gave me quite an ex- 
citing time on a ten -foot rod. All these are poor 
eating l>eing bony. 

Of the trout one cannot speak to highly from a 
sporting and culinary point of view. They are 
thicker and bett<T conditioned than any fish I have 
met witli in rapid streams at home. In fact, the 
large ones are too sturdily built to be really hand- 
some. They are somewhat dour risers, possibly 
because one seldom sees a proper hatch of water- 
flies coming down a Kashmiri stream by day. Flies 
seem mostly to hatch out after dark in India. As 
the limit of trout to lie taken in one day is four 
over nine inches in length on all trout waters 
except cue. where it is six, it is perhaps as well 
there is not a proper rise, otherwise one's day's 
sport might be over in half an hour. One generous 
and sensible rule is tiiat if one gets an undersized 
fish, which is badly hooked and unlikely to recover,

Having tieen ordered some rest after nearly four 
years’ incessant work on active service and in pre- 
paring men for the field, I thought I might as well 
try Kashmir, which 1 had never visited (except 
011 a ten days’ trip about thirty years ago), in order 
to try tlic trout fishing, of which one had heard 
so milch. My wife and I reached Srinagar about 
1 lie middle of June after a most disgusting motor 
journey of 150 miles, in which tlie ear broke 
down on nine occasions, tlie least of which nei-cssi- 
tated tlie removal of a tire, and there we had to 
wait for a week for our kit, though it had been 
booked to arrive six days before us. We were both 
much struck with the resemblance of tlie place to 
some parts of Germany; the roads lined with ia>p- 
lars. ihe architecture of many of tlie European 
houses, tlie .orchards witli their orderly rows of 
apple and other fruit trees, the corn fields without 
fences, and even tlie style of tlie villages, but there 
tlie resemblance ended, for there was no bandobast 
(tiiat is. arrangement) about anything else. 

Although there existed endless printed rules for 
the guidance of visitors, which even contain tlie 
rates of wages one should pay for boatmen, for 
hire of boats, transport, etc., the rules seem to be 
more noticeable in their breach than in their ob- 
servance. As the eleventh edition, dated 1918, of 
one guidebook says: “Visitors should obtain re- 

liable information as to real current (trices and re- 
sist the constant attempts at imimsition.” This is 
a necessary warning, for the war has been made 
the excuse to enhance tlie price of everything, and 
the monthly hire of a small houseboat, which four 
years ago was about $10, is now three or four times 
tiiat price. 

WAYS OF KASHMIRI PEOPLE. 

To continue from tlie guidebook : “If left quite 

to himself he (tlie Kashmiri* refuses to sell iiis 
farm produce except at exorbitant prices, and lie 
declines to assist travelers. Tlie higher the prices 
the les- lie needs to work.” This we found most 
true. If one arrived anywhere, instantly a small 
crowd would assemble to watch our doings, and 
the most effective way. short of telling one’s dogs 
to turn them out. was to tell them to lend a hand, 
or sell fowls or rice. The men in every boat one 
(lasses on the river exchange a few remarks with 
one’s own boatmen, to ask who one is. what one is 
doing, and where one has come from or is going to. 
so I eaunot mule rsta ud how it is people constantly 
evince surprise at tlie native being so well posted 
in their affairs. 

We had heard a lot of tlie beauty of the Kashmir 
women. Exaggeration generally produces disnp- 
(Mljiitment. and did in this ease. They certainly 
have good features, but it is tlie exception to see 
one with a pleasant face or neatly and cleanly 
dressed. Their general appearance is more that of 
Arabs than of natives of India. Neither men nor 



one may keep it, but not count it toward the total 
eateli. Tlie trout are found at altitudes of from 
5,000 to 12,000 feet. 

ASIATIC BROWN TROUT RUN LARGE. 

As Mr. Mitchell, the director of fish culture, 
who gives his valuable services for nothing beyond 
tlie sport lie gets, wrote to me: “The high-level 

lakes and streams are what require attention if 
tlie brown trout is to become more than an exotie 
in India. The area I am now in. 11,000 to 12,000 
feet, is well stocked. I am distributing from here 
to other areas as I can catch fish small enough 
to travel. The lakes are strongholds, which will 
always keep well stocked, as they do in Scotland; 
in fact, the climate and fishing are similar. It 
would cheer your heart to see the lake trout, more 
like sea trout than brownies. I’ve killed fish up to 
seven and one-half pounds here, and the trout in 
the lakes average about one pound and a half, and 
the fry have gone downstream about nine miles. 

This, at any rate, looks as if the trout in Kash- 
mir were established as a permanency. I spoke to 
him about the local fish being likely, in my opinion, 
to swamp the trout, and lie replied: “Your remark 

was made to me by an American expert about 
twelve years ago, and 1 disagreed with him. In 
some streams the trout have cleared out the native 
fisli and fattened on them.” This is quite true, and 
probably accounts for tlie trout in those streams, 
where the native fisli abound, being dour risers, in 
addition to the reason 1 have suggested. 

Some of the “waters” will never be any more 
than artificial trout streams, as they have no decent 
spawning beds, and some are a series of irrigation 
canals. In these tlie supply is maintained by yearly 
stocking. On the other hand, some are ideal High- 
land rivers like the Brora or Helmsdale, in places 
torrential, in others composed of lovely jiools and 
shallows, with banks covered with bushes, and their 
beds full of bowlders, under which tlie trout can lie 
in comfort. Some are even too rapid for trout to 
stay in them. 

ANGLING AMONG RUINED TEMPLES. 

My base of operations was our houseboat, and 
from it I used to ride or drive daily to the scene of 
action. One of the first rivers visited was the 
Atcliibal, which rises in an old garden, one of the 
many made by .Tehangir at the beginning of the 
seventeenth century. These, of which there are 
several, either in ruins or still kept up in Kashmir, 
were constructed by the Moghuls, for the comfort 
of themselves and their courts, so as to escape the 
heat and strong winds, which they hated. All of 
these gardens are absolutely symmetrical and con- 
sist of terraces, planted with stately shade-giving 
trees, with a broad watercourse flowing down the 
center, which falls in cascades at the various ter- 
races. over whieli are stone platforms, where the 
emperor and his retinue use to sit to enjoy the 
sound of the splashing water. In each garden were 
summer houses, under which tlie water flowed, and 
in front of these are square tanks, with rows of 
fountains. Tlie stoue work in all these gardens is 
largely composed of the remains of Hindu temples, 
and it was interesting to note that most of it bore 
the masons’ marks now used by 11s of tlie craft as 
masonic signs. In many gardens are the .remains 
of Turkish baths. 

The source of tlie river gushes out from tlie one 
at Atcliibal. and in this spring a fine two-pound 
trout was lying. 

Leaving tlie garden the stream flows through 
rice fields, its bank shaded almost all the way 
for a dozen miles with willows, which considerably 
interfere with casting but add to tlie beauty. An- 
other drawback to these trees was the fact that 
at all times of the day one found the lazy natives 
sleeping in their shade, and when one approached 
they often got up and ran away, thus disturbing 
tlie fish. 

FIFTEEN-POUNDER “PLAYS SAFETY.” 

Tlie water during the summer is generally some- 
what discolored by the drainage from the rice, 
grown in water, in which the natives are constantly 
paddling, attending to tlie crops. 

Tlie Atcliibal contains a great many good trout 
and is absolutely stiff with local fish, which can be 
seen flashing in the sunlight wherever tlie water is 
shallow. In one pool a fifteen -pound .trout is said 
to exist, which breaks away from several sportsmen 
every year. I was not lucky enough to hook him 
or see him myself, but was told tiiat when he feeds 
die children from the village overlooking his abode 
assemble to watch liim chasing the small fish on 
the shallow at the end of the pool. I stayed a 
week ou this river and bagged twenty-six trout 
weighing nineteen pounds (those under nine inches 
being returned), besides fifty-four choosh and 
chirro running up to three pounds. 

The next river was the Veshau. Tlie fishing here- 
is in two offshoots, which supply the cultivation 
with water. Both these are much more easily 
fished than the Atehibal, as the banks are more 
• qien and runs and pools have been constructed by 
throwing stone weirs across. 

It was most extraordinary that the trout were 
only found in both these branches between certain 
limits, though the conditions above and below 
seemed identical. From what I observed myself 
and from what Mr. Mitchell says, it seems as if 
the trout in Kashmir do not iwssess a strong in- 
stinct of working upstream. In the week I spent 
on the Veshau my bag was seventeen trout weighing 
twenty-one pounds and a hundred and two other 
fisli up to five pounds. Two days were spoilt by 
storms. 

COOLIE SEEKS TIP FOR BIG TROUT. 

Tlie best trout was five pounds three ounces, and 
I got him by a fluke. I was moving across a stony 
trickle and threw my fly over a patch of weed 
into some deep water so as to prevent it getting 
stuck up. Tlie fly. of course, sunk, and when I 
was lifting it out again there was a tag and a rush 
of alHint forty yards downstream. I followed 011, 
and tlie fish turned and eaine back, making for the 
weeds. I told the coolie to get into tlie water and 
heat tlie weeds witli the landing net. which kept 
tlie fish out of them, and lie then fought it out in 
the open water below. It was not until lie was 
nearly done that 1 found 1 laid hold of a really good 
trout, and was dreadfully afraid that tie- small 
hook would not hold. However, it did. and when the 
fisli was in tlie net tlie coolie brought him up the 
bank, went down on his knees and salaamed to 
congratulate me in expectation of backsheesh, a 
thing a Kashmiri never fails to ask for on any 
or often, without any excuse. 

The landing net was taxed to the utmost to hold 
tlie trout, for it was made from an old badminton 
bat. ns a war economy. I cut through tlie hoop at 
(lie top, straightened the arms thus formed, strutted 
them open witli a bit of steel wire, hound the 
shoulders of the handle with six turns of a boot- 
lace, and then attached tlie net to tlie holes where 
the gut had been and the result is a most handy 
little net. 

COMPLAINING NAWAB BAD FISHERMAN. 

Then' were many really good trout in tiiese 
bra liilies, and I got two others over three pounds 
while there. A Mohammedan nawali, who was fish- 
ing at tlie same time as I, caught a four and one- 
half-pounder the first east lie made, but got few 
others, and when lie left liis secretary wrote in the 
tnail register: “Tlie scarcity of fishes is intol- 
erable.” That lii> got any was rather surprising, 
for lie was always followed in native fashion by 
about seven attendants, who never attempted to keep 
away from tlie bank: his tinkle was stout, and his 
flies, made liy his boatman, resembled nothing I had 
ever seen before. His rods were by Hardy, and lie 
had paid someone in India through tin* nose for 
them, for lie said a Houghton ten-foot rod had 
cost him $60. He was a most excellent fellow, 
and told me what had started Him fishing in tlie 
English style was that three years ago a friend 
had lent him a rod and told Him to try trailing on 
tlie Jhelmii. He eauglit a fifty -pounder the first 
day, and tiiat bit liim, so now lie goes fishing for 
two or three months every year. He had served 
as an officer for six years in tlie cavalry and been 
invalided for an accident on parade. 

From tlie Veshau 1 went to the Madmati, which 
flows into the Woolur Lake at Bandapur. The lake, 
so called, in tlie late summer is really a pesti- 
lential swamp covered with a species of water nut. 
in which the natives do a great trade, as dried and 
ground it forms a staple article of their fowl. 
Boiled it tastes something like a chestnut, but is 
difficult to peel, as it is shaped like a “ealthrop” 
or “crow’s foot,” iiaving a long sharp thorn at 
each corner, one of which generally impresses itself 
on one’s notice when peeling the nut. 

MADMATI FISH ARE FIERCE FIGHTERS. 

The Madmati is a typical Highland river, and its 
hanks are not too much overgrown. It contains 
few other fish besides trout, which rise well, fight, 
like demons and run to a good size. I rose one 
to a big yellow humble at least six pounds, hut 
could not move him a second time. A trout, seemed 
to he behind every bowlder where there was an eddy. 

I saw one of about four pounds in such shullow 
water that his back fin was sticking out, and when 
I hooked Him he jumped straight out and began 
flapping about among the dry stones. I put down 
the rod and tried to get him. but tie became un- 
hooked and got back before 1 reached him, which 
I do not think he would have had done had I lieen 
less rheumatic. My hag here was twenty-two trout 
weighing over forty |mhhm1s, the best four and one- 
half iHiiinds. though for two days the river was 
quite iinfislialile owing to storms. M.v last day re- 
sulted in four trout (four anil one-half isiumls, 
three and oue-lmlf pounds, three and one-quarter 
uud three pouuds), besides four others from two 
pounds downward returned, quite the Vest tor 



average size I have ever had. My only 
regret was there were no friends near 
to send some to. One evening previously I hail 
sent a nice trout to a houseboat tied up alongside 
ours, thinking the occupants would enjoy it when 
they came in from a long march. I sent my card 
with it. All the acknowledgment I got was my 
own card back with “Many thanks” and an initial 
scribbled on it, so I never knew who got it. 

I only tried for big fish and covered about three 
miles of the river to get them. It was this day I 
rase tlie six-pounder. The watcher on first meeting 
him showed his energy by wanting to measure my 
fish, for which he produced a two- foot rule and 
native fashion, of course, measured from the end 
marked “24.” 

POOR SPORT ON ERIN AND MANISBAL. 

My next venture was the Erin River, but tlie 
less said of its fishing the better, as only five 
trout had been taken in it this season and last. 
In m.v opinion it had been most effectually (siisoius], 
as there were few local fisli in it either, for had 
they been there they would have been visible. As 
there were not, my first day was my last. 

From the Erin River we proceeded to tlie Manisbal 
Lake, a most beautiful bit of water lying among 
the hills, which contains some rainbow trout among 
other fish. It is aliout two miles long and deep. 
On its north bank are the remains of an old ter- 
raced garden made by Jehangir for his favorite 
wife, Nurjehan. It looks like a fort with battle- 
ments, which are reflected in tlie water. At the 
far end of the lake is a cave about thirty yards 
long, which was tunneled out by an old fakir, who 
intended it for his grave, and then, by the irony of 
fate, was not buried in it. 

Fishing in this s(H>t was not a stieess either, for 
I had only just started when we were caught iu a 
terrific thunderstorm, which lasted about an hour, 
and we only made the hank just in time. When the 
storm was over we found our servants coming along 
tlie shore witli umbrellas and waterproofs. They 
said our i-ool^ boat bad been sunk, and heard that 
tlie boat we "had gone out iu had also gone down, 
so what use they thought onr waterproofs would 
be in that event was more than they could tell us. 
By this time we were both soaked through, so gave 
up any idea of s|w>rf. My Airedale was so much 
upset by tlie storm that, lie lay down iu tlie lake to 
get out of the wind and driving rain. 

POOR ANGLING IN RUSHING WATERS. 

From Manislial we went a day’s journey by 
liouselxiat to Gnnderhal on tlie Seinde River, and 
thence marched twelve miles to Kangan, for tlie 
Wangat stream. This is sncli a torrent that tin- 
trout evidently cannot stay in it. Tlie “trout diary” 
showed that only thirty-five, of which many had 
been returned, had been eauglit in tlie last ten 
years. I contributed nearly an average season’s 
bag by catching three weighing two and three- 
quarter pounds, and this only by fishing every bit 
of likely water for a Is nit five miles for two days. 
One of them bad evidently been caught before, for 
he had only one eye. The scenery was magnificent 
and tlie climate delightful, so the trip there was 
not regretted, especially as tlie flies and mos- 
quitoes did not trouble us as they had in every 
other place, and we saw none of those peculiarly 
horrible midges, which are just as much at home 
in the water as in tlie air. 

The Seinde River from Kangan to three miles 
tielow Gnnderhal forms the chief breeding ground 
for native fish in Kashmir and has latterly been 
entirely closed for all sorts of fishing during tlie 
months of May and June. Years ago in these 
months it was a great resort for anglers, and I am 
told tiiat the fish were so thick that fully half 
those caught by spinning were foul-hooked. At 
Kangan the Seinde. even in August, when the snow 
water lias practically ceased to come down, is a 
raging torrent, and it is astonishing how any fish 
can lie in it, but tlie choosh in particular seems 
able to keep bis position in any sort of water 
without anything to break tlie force of if. One 
constantly sees them lying in midwater iu tin- 
direct rush of the current at tlie top of a pool, 
where a mahseer or trout would be lying at tin- 
side, and rising as if they were in the calmest 
water. One wonders, seeing the amount of exercise 
they take, that their flesh is not firmer. 

KASHMIRI FISHING SUPERSTITIONS. 

The tiieories t He Kashmiris hold about fisli are 
extraordinary. A watcher on the Veshau told in > 

that nil t’ne big trout were demons because dead 
men’s spirits enter into them. The Maharajah, a 
Dogra (Hindu), evidently is a strong believer in 
this superstition, for he closes certain places for 
sport whenever his priests tell him that the spirit 
of one of his relations has entered into a fish, for 
fear that fish should lie killed and tlit- relative 
consequently have tlie discomfort of shifting some- 
where else, an annoyance which might be visited 
on him. It is surprising, therefore, that more ef- 
forts are not made to keep down herons and otters. 
The former are particularly numerous. At the 
Veshau one day I saw nine standing in one shallow 
less than fifty yards long, and have often eauglit 
fish bearing the scars of their beaks. One morn- 
ing. when fishing the Madmati. a great otter rose 
tq the surface within three yards of me and re- 
mained paddling like a dog watching me until I 
tried to Hit liim with m.v rod, when lie promptly 
disappeared. The natives say that rising fisli are 
generally drinking, and when asked why they 
cannot drink at the bottom or in midwater 
as well as at the top. tlie reply is tiiat if they did 
the water would fill their mouths and bellies anil 
drown them. 

When at Wangat a most unfortunate incident oc- 
curred. I sent the coolie whom I had always em- 
ployed to carry my net and basket on ahead the 
night before and gave liim my rad also. I told 
him on no account to take it out of Us case, where- 
upon lie asked why I should think lie would want to 
do such a thing. 

NATIVE TINKERING RUINS TOOLS. 

When we arrived at Kangan lie met me in tlie 
village and said he had committed a small fault 
and (Hit tlie rad together and now it would not conn- 
apart. I went into the rest bouse and found the 
two bottom joints leaning against the wall. (»u 
looking at it I saw the butt ferrule was bent and 
ho(>elessly jammed, with the rings of one joint on 
the opposite side to those of the other. On inquiry 
I gathered that lie had put it together to show tin* 
caretaker, and as it had Lloyd joints tlie sleeve 
of tlie middle joint had somehow slipped down. Tlie 
coolie, not knowing tlie (lodge of it, saw his dis- 
obedience would be discovered if be could not get 
the rod apart, so took it to tlie village black- 
smith, who put in it a vise, and with a pair of nip- 
pers tried to screw the joint out. After at least 
six efforts, plainly visible on the ferrule, lie man- 
aged 10 force it round in spite of tlie fastenings, and 
then it finally jammed, so tin- coolie made up his 
mind to face the music. When I saw what had 
happened lie made tlie music and continued to do 
so for some time. Had lie been able to get tlie 
joint out, of course, there would have been no ac- 
counting for tin- damage except that "it must have 
occurred some time ago.” However, by shifting 
tin- rings and reel fittings I managed to make tlie 
rod usable, and have learned a lesson never to 
trust it to a stranger again. A European work- 
man, ninety-nine times out of a hundred, would 
have refused to take on a jolt he did not under- 
stand. (mt there is nothing tin- native of India will 
admit he cannot do, from governing the country to 
mending a watch, whether lie lias been trained to it 
or not. I shall never forget our mess cook in 
Mesopotamia, who gave out lie was an experienced 
watchmaker and did a fine business for himself 
among tlie stqioys. I had given my orderly a 
really good silver watch, which one day lie brought 
to me because it would not go. I opened it, s.jw 
the works covered with dust anil dirty finger 
■narks, so remarked: “I thought I had told you 

never to open this. What have you been doing';” 
He replied: "It stopped before, so 1 took it to tlie 

mess cook, wlio knows all about watches.” I asked: 
“Wliat does he do to them’;” The man said: “Oh. 

lie just iqs-ns them, stirs them up witli a pin and 
then they go!” "A pin would not put all this dirt 
into the watch.” “No. that was caused by a shell 
which burst close by just as lie was stirring up the 
works.” Watchmaking under fire is a trade l 
never beard of Is-ing practiced in tin- trenches iu 
Flanders.
